The picture illustrates the magnanimity of the Roman general Publius 
Cornelius Scipio Africanus who returned a captured Spanish girl to her 
betrothed and gave her, as dowry, the golden vessels her parents had 
offered as ransom for her. The subject was regarded in the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries as a supreme example of statesmanship 


This panel is Ruben’s final sketch for a Jarge picture, once in the collection 
of Queen Christina of Sweden and the Duc d’Orléans, which was de- 
stroyed in a fire in London in 1836. The composition of the lost picture 
is known from a contemporary engraving by Schelte a Bolswert which 
shows that it followed the design of the present sketch with comparatively 
minor variations. A drawing by Rubens in the Berlin Printroom is 
Rubens’ earliest known idea for the composition. A second, more carefully 
executed drawing, in the Bayonne Museum, is closer to the present 
painting but with considerable differences. These two drawings are 
dated c. 1615-17 by Dr. Held (see Literature) and the present picture was 
probably painted not much later

She ascended the throne after the death of her half- 

brother, Edward VI, in 1553. She married her cousin, Philip II of Spain, 

in 1554. Hans Eworth was the official portraitist of the Queen 

According to Scharf and Cust (see Literature) this portrait was dated 1554 

but no date is now visible on the painting. The pear-shaped pearl attached 

to the jewel on the Queen’s breast is probably La Peregrina (‘“The 

Incomparable’), a famous pearl of great size given by Philip II to Mary 

Tudor in 1554
